Farmers ~td~Bear Share 


It is likely that the heaviest weight 


will fall on the farmer. 
In the com- 


putations of the Census Department 
relating to occupations, one-third of 
the country's workers are shown to 
be engaged in agriculture, forestry 
or animal production. 
No statistics 


are available for the earning power 
of the farmers, but with the new de- 
mands for their produce, with world 
markets open to them, it is certain 
they will maintain more than their 
proportion of taxable persons. 


Manufacturing claims 27.9 per cent 


of the labor of the United States. 
Every ounce of energy in that branch 
will have to be exerted for the com- 
ing year; consequently, the machine 
workers will hold up one-quarter of 
the tax to be levied upon the new 
classes.

Little Talks'on Health and Hygiene 


by Samuel G. Dixon, M. B. LL. D. 


Commissioner of Health 


As we stand on the threshold of 


the world's war we must not forget 
that our children, who are soon to 
take our places and carry on our re- 
sponsibilities, must still be cared for 
just as they have been. 


One of the principal problems con- 


cerning the health 
of children 
is 


brought up by their association in 
school life 
During vacation time, 


which is now approaching, children 
do not congregate together indoors 
as they do when the school term is 
on, and it is in the vacation season 
that we have the lowest death rate 
from communicable diseases. 
It is 


a different story, and a sad one, dur- 
ing our school months. 


The State Department of Health 


has a chart which shows the relative 
number of deaths of our 
children 


communicable diseases during 
the 


various months. 
It is made up of 


colums and the height of each col- 
umn tells the story for its particular 
month. 


During the summer, the vacation 


period, the chart shows only little 
stumps of columns. Just as soon as 
the school begin, and children are 
forced to sit together in rooms with 
closed windows oftentimes, these lit- 
tle stumps begin to grow—The sight 
of these higher columns is a sad one 
to the health officer who keenly feels 
his responsibilities. 


The broad question of the advan- 


tages and disadvantages of the "con- 
solidated schools" is not to be con- 
sidered in this little chat, but cer- 
tain of their aspects, as they affect 
health, are worth looking into. 


These larger 
school houses, of 


course, draw pupils from 
over a 


much larger area than did the little 
red schoolhouse of the past. 
The 


longer distance of travel takes more 
time, and for this reason, perhaps 
more than any other, conveyances 
are provided to transport the chil- 
dren. 


Any old trap seems acceptable and 


its carrying capacity is elastic, so the 
children, boys and girls, are simply 
piled in No caretakers are in charge

considered by the public unfortuna- 
tely, one of the serious diseases, it 
often leaves the system in a very 
susceptible condition, so that tuber- 
culosis or other serious affections 
may follow in its wa'ke.

present system of 
carrying 


children to and from the larger cen 
ters of education is hard on health 
morals and life. 


If a thing is worth doing. 
It i: 


worth doing right. 
It is suggested 


that we stop organizing any more 
consolidated school centers until w< 
organize proper ways and means o 
transportation, those which will care 
for both moral and health. •

200,000 bushels of wheat and a mas- 
sive wooden grain elevator known as 
'A" of the Western Transportation ] 
iompany, owned by the Great Lakes I 
Transit corporation, were completely 


destroyed by fire here tonight. 
The 


loss will reach $600,000 


The grain according to the best in-, 


formation obtainable, was consigned 
to the allies. 
The fire started, offi- 


cials of the company say, from an 
overheated pulley in a tower on the 
lake side of the elevator. 


Fanned by a stiff northeast wind, 


the flames w«re driven into the grain 
pits with such rapidity that in less 
than half an hour the structure was 
destroyed. 


Three large freight boats, tied up 


at the dock on which the elevator 
stands, were showered with burning 
embers before they could be towed 
into the bay. They were but slightly 
damaged. 


The 
company elevated 
300.000 


bushels of wheat into the pits today, 
later withdrawing 160,000 for ship- 
ment to Canada, but a few hours be- 
fore the fire broke out.

Pennsylvania will be mobilized for 
federal service according to a state- 
ment made public today by Secre- 
tary Rest Fenner Smith, Jr., of the 
Pennsylvania Society for the 'Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis.

Society received "today the plan of 
the National 
Association for 
the 


Study and Prevention of Tubercu- 
losis, for mobilizing the 
country's 


resources for the prevention of tu- 
berculosis among 'enlisted 
soldiers 


and sailors.

"In view of the urgent request of 


the President of the United States 
for the utmost co-operation by every- 
one with government forces" says 
the communication from the Nation- 
al Association," we cannot urge you 
too strongly to give us your faithful 
support in carrying this plan into 
execution. As soon as military expe- 
diency permits other details of the 
national program will be sent to you 


It is pointed out that this far- 


reaching work is undertaken at the 
request of the Council on National 
Defense. Thus, the State anti-tuber- 
culosis forces will be brought into 
direct contact with a national prob- 


teet the enlisted men of the United 
States Army from the fatal experi- 
ence of some European armies in re- 
lation to tuberculosis." 


In relation to the food supply vis- 


iting nurses 'and othere agencies are 
urged to instruct their communities 
in the proper use and conservation 
of food. It is also suggested that 
tuberculosis societies co-operate with 
boy scouts and federal and state de- 
partments of agriculture in taking 
boys to the country for farm work.
